District of the silver spoon and the golden eagle, this is New York 
City's richest neighborhood. More than 8,000 families pay upwards 
of $150 a month in rents. Along Fifth Avenue and its cross streets 
many of New York's oldest families of wealth maintain palatial 
city homes. This is the area where Park Avenue, built over railroad 
tracks, became the symbol of riches. Only two blocks east the 
Third Avenue "L" roars past the second story windows of some 
2,000 families who pay less than $30 rent. So close are the rich 
and poor in many parts of Manhattan. With Madison Avenue's 
quality shops, and Lexington and Third Avenues packed close with 
retail stores, District 14 ranks high in retail sales. 
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
